Taft Heeds Their Advice. 


It had been reported further that 
some of the Republican insurgents in 
the house have tried to secure ap­ 
pointment under the administration Cf 
men more or less openly out of har­ 
mony with the Taft regime. Mr. T aft’s 
closest friends advised him that 
it 
would be impolitic for him to afford 
sinews of war to those, who, they 
warned 
him, might even co-operate 
with 
the 
Democrats 
in 
congress 
against 
the 
Taft 
legislative 
pro­ 
gramme and in the country at large 
by creating anti-Taft sentiment in ad­ 
vance of the 1912 convention. 
It is stated without reserve that the 
president has listened to such advice 
and has decided to follow it. 
In support of the position taken by 
certain leaders of the administration 
that the battle is not with the tariff 
insurgents, Senators Nelson, Brown. 
Burkett and Borah, all of whom voted 
against the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, 
appear to be persona grata at the 
W h ite House, postoffice department, 
land office and internal revenue bu 
reau where federal “ pie” is served. 
No politician who would discuss the 
situation at all dared hazard an opin­ 
ion as to the politic al outcome of the 
contest.

Washington, Jan. 5.— After a con 
ference with 
Senators Aldrich

sham. President Taft decided to re 
vert to bis original plan of combining 
bis views as to amendments to the* 
interstate 
commerce 
and 
antitrust 
laws in one message, which he will 
send to congress Thursday noon 
This decision on the part of the 
president is said to be final. 
The 
combined message w ill be about 8,000 
words in length. 
The president had been urged by 
some senators to treat the two sub­ 
jects in separate papers and announce­ 
ment was made that this would be 
done. 
The time that the messages 
should go forward to congress has 
been subject to frequent changes on 
account of various consultations the 
president desired to have. 
These con­ 
ferences have been completed and so 
have the messages, which, combined 
in the one document, were sent to the 
government printing office. 
At the conclusion of the conference 
between the president and Senators 
Aldrich and Root it was announced 
that the president’s proposed railroad 
legislation would be given the right of 
way in both senate and house. 
The further assurance was given 
that the proposed changes in the rail­ 
road laws will be written in the stat­ 
ute books during the session. 
There 
w ill be some opposition to th** rather 
drastic legislation w hich the president 
w ill recommend, but this w ill be over­
